Cabbage, cauli- 
flower, lettuce, radish, beets, will germinate freely in a 
temperature of 50 degrees, while tomato, pepper and egg 
plant require a temperature about 15 degrees higher.

It 
is not best to plant until the ground becomes warm; here 
10th to 20th of May, and followin succession every two weeks 
till July; or a succession of early, medium, and late varie- 
ties can be planted all at the same time for a supply for the 
season. Owing to cold and short seasons sweet corn will 
not always ripen to germinate as well as the yellow varie- 


ties. For thisreason it is better to plant 2 or 8 more kernels 


in a hill than are wanted to grow. In some seasons it is 
difficult to dry sufficiently for seed before cold weather ap- 
proaches, and if frosted before thoroughly dry is liable to 
kill the germ; to be safe I would recommend always seed- 
ing one-third more than is required to grow, particularly 
with late varieties.

CABBAGE. 


Produce the best results on a strong soil, previously cul- 
tivated one year with corn or potatvues; seldom succeeding 
where following cabbage or turnips. The stronger the 
land the better they will head. Plough deep without turn- 
ing up much poor subsoil, and manure liberally with well- 
rotted manure, applying. broadcast, lightly turning under 
or working well into the soil with a harrow. If sod ground 
is ploughed in the fall, manured at the same time with 
well-rotted manure or bone, the cabbage will give excel- 
lent results. A light dressing of guano, super-phosphate, 
bone or ashes raked into the soil around the plant aids in 
increasing the growth. 

Early varieties may be set in rows 3 feet by 21-2; late 
varieties three feet each way. 

To destroy green worms, dissoive 1 ounce of saltpetre in 
3 gallons of water, and apply with a broom or sprinkler; 
one application is sufficient unless washed off by rains. It 
never colors the heads, either cauliflower or cabbage. For 
the small black fleas, sprinkle air-slacked lime as soon as 
young plants appear above the ground. 

Sow the seed for the early varieties in February, March, 
or April in hot-bed, greenhouse. or other suitable place, in 
boxes. When the stcond leaf appears, transplant from 1 to 
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2 inches apart, giving plenty of air and light to avoid grow- 
ing slim and tall. When the ground becomes warm and 
settled in April or May, transplant in the field, in rows 2 to 
8 feet apart according to variety, setting the plants 15 to 30 
inches apart in the row, hoeing often till the leaves nearly 
cover the ground. 

For late varieties sow seed in open ground from 1st to 
25th of May inthis section, and transplant where they are 
to grow, dropping 3 to 5 seeds in each hill, the last of May 
or early in June, being careful not to let the weeds or in- 
sects overtake them. When of sufficient size thin out all 
but one plant, keeping the ground well cultivated.

STRAWBERRIES. 
Culture of the Strawberry. 


Soil. Will grow upon most soils. Never plant in very 
dry or very wet land. Sandy loam, with clay subsoil, suits 
most varieties. 
on heavy land; those upon sandy soil ripen earlier, extend- 
ing the fruit season from one to two weeks by planting 
early and late varieties upon early and late soil. Try sev- 
eral varieties of early, medium and late sorts; cultivate 
those that give best results. 


Manure. Stable manure, applied broadcast, mixing with 
a harrow, rake or digging fork, is the most beneficial. 
When this cannot be had. guano, bone, superphosphate and 
ashes can be used with good results, applying broadcast, 
mixing well with the soil with rake or harrow. 


' Cultivation. Plant in spring or early fall. If the ground 
is not ready, loosen the bundles and heel in, in some shady 
place. For garden culture make the rows 18 inches apart, 
and set the plants 12 inches apart in the rows, leaving 2 feet 
every fourth row. For field culture make the rows 38 to 4 
feet apart, and set the plants 12 inches apart in rows, so 
they can be cultivated with a horse. In planting mark 
TOWws; a small boy can drop plants; then, with your trowel 
in your right hand, make a hole large enough to admit all 
the roots of the plant without crowding or bending them, 
covering the roots carefully and pressing the earth very 
jirmly around them. 

Make ground level. The most important part in planting 
is to be careful not to plant them so deep as to cover the 
crown. To secure a good yield, and have large, healthy 
plants the year after planting, they should not be allowed 
to bear the first season, cutting off all runners before the 
tips take root, and keeping the ground loose and free from 
weeds. As soon as the ground freezes in the fall cover 
with straw or coarse litter. Only light covering is neces- 
sary to shade the plants from the sun; continual thawing 
and freezing injures the fruit bud. In the spring remove 
the straw trom the vines into the rows, leaving it for 
mulch; is also beneficial in keeping down the weeds. In 
order to secure a tull crop every year a new bed should be 
set out every second year. 


Hills or Tlatted Rows. If you wish to grow large fruit 
keep runners off; let them form large stools. If choice 
fruit is no object, runners may be allowed to grow. The 
hill system is considered best by nearly all growers, as they 
can be easily cultivated and kept 1n bearing a year longer. 


I exercise care in keeping stock pure, renewing each year 
beds I send stock from, keeping each variety by itselt.

POTTED PLANTS. July, August and September are the 
months for planting potted plants, being the safest method 
in dry, hot weather, while the purchaser will realize one- 
halt to nearly a full crop within ten months from time of 
planting.
